n its academic program Redeemer College 

continues to blend academic excellence with a 

liberal arts foundation and a Reformed Christian 
perspective. During 1994-95 the College was 
privileped to serve 498 students, of which 446 
were full-time, in 25 disciplines in the Arts, 
Sciences and Education.

FINANCIAL AID 


tis a real blessing to be able to offer students 

a variety of financial aid options, which can 

significantly reduce the cost of their Christian 
education. 


During the 1994-1995 academic year, 322 of the 
446 full-time students applied for assistance fram 
the Ontario Student Assistance Program (OSAP), 


Aid was received by 92% of the assessed 
students for a total of $2,260,268.00. 


Redeemer Scholarships and Redeemer 
Foundation Scholarships were revised to enable 
students ta receive more extensive financial 
assistance and to attract a greater number of 
academically gifted students. New scholarships 
and bursaries were established and funded by 
special donations: the H.R. De Bolster 
Scholarship for students in the pre-seminary or 
missions programs, three awards for winning 
projects in the science fair for students enroling 
at the College, two annual awards of the Prins 
Family Bursary, and the Amity Goodwill Fund 
Bursary. 


Redeemer College awarded over $160,000 in 
scholarships to 130 students last year, in its 
commitment to making Christian university 
education affordable, The Redeemer 
Foundation Forgivable Loan Program has 
continued to be very popular. Students have 
been helped with reducing their cost of 
education by having loans forgiven last year for a 
total of $1.2 million, 


The College's work study program, a needs- 
based program seeking to offer part-time 
employment, also helps students defray the cost 
of their education, Last year, it provided about 
145 students with over $215,000 in earnings. 


AMCILLARY SERVICES 


he use of our facility continues to be in 

great demand, especially during the spring 

and summer months. The activities of this 
department generate needed revenue which 
greatly assists in the overall operational 
performance of the College. A large num-ber of 
organizations return each year, and with the 
increase in multi-day conventions held at 
Redeemer, our facilities are being used close to 
their maximum, 


" he past year has been filled with many 
financial challenges. The excellent 
cooperation from faculty and staff has kept 

expenses below budget. This has kept the deficit 
within reasanable limits, especially in light of a 
decline in donations. 


A change of bankers this year, to the Bank of 
Nova Scotia has been a real benefit to the 


College. It has brought us more flexible terms, 
better pricing and an increased line of credit. 


The overall deficit for the year amounted ta 
$409,000. A surplus of $129,000 was 
generated from the operating fund, but this was 
offset by a deficit in the capital fund of 
$536,000, creating the net overall deficit of 
$409,000 for the year.

witness to the society within which it exists-whether that be in 
the early centuries of Roman persecution or modern times, in 
North America or southern Europe? Why are the Serbs so 
willing to defy the “West”? What was the role of the church in 
the recent political changes in the eastern bloc? These questions 
provided the reason for looking at the historical and social 
background of the church in eastern Europe. 

Goheen and Payton didn’t provide all the answers. 
But, they did provide a new perspective, based on a 
lucid scholarly overview of nearly two thousand years 
of misdealing, misunderstanding, mistrust, and 
subjugation. This offers a stark contrast to the 
superficial, rationalistic western view that dominates 
the reporting and analysis which we encounter in the 
popular press. In the process, the lecturers also caused ib 
us to reflect on the manner in which we permit our 
culture to absorb the church into a subservient role 
rather than being independent—the mouthpiece of the Kingdom 
of God with a prophetic call to repentance and justice. It's a pity 
we only had one week for this. 

Concerts, a play at Niagara-on-the-Lake, a museum visit, 
good dining, good fellowship, and free time rounded out a fast- 
disappearing week. No driving, no cooking, no dishes, lots of 
time for socializing, and somewhatless for quiet reading ensured 
a festival for mind and body. | only foresee one danger for the 
festival in the future: it may become so popular that it may be 
difficult for more people to join in!
